TH E TASKS THAT ARE AHEAD. 


The United States is once again in 
the hands of the republican party and 
that party is in more complete control 
of government than at any time in its 
history except during, and just fol­ 
lowing, the civil wan 
The chief executive is a republican 
and the two houses of congress have 
such large republican majorities that 
there can be no serious opposition to 
any measures that the party may pro­ 
pose for at least two years: 
With this situation,has come, natur­ 
ally, great responsibilities 
and with 
those responsibilities grave dangers. 
The republican party must make good 
in every way or else the great political 
structure that has been builded will 
fall like a house of cards. 
The people of the country with a 
unanimity never before known turned 
frdm the democrats and placed their 
trust in the hands of the opposition 
with the belief, without a doubt, that, 
as a result, 
every 
aspiration, every 
hope, every desire 
that 
filled their 
hearts would be gratified. And unless 
they are, woe will be the lot of thosfe 
Jvvho fail. 
It is too early at this time to even 
predict failure of success. 
But this 
can be said; 
the job is a tremen­ 
dous one and if success is achieved the 
party will deserve all glory that may 
come to it as a restflt. 
Today wages are higher than ever 
before known. 
The man who works 
with his hands, or wrth his brains, or 
works at all, receives more money per 
hour or day than was even dreamed of 
a few short years ago. But at the same 
time the cost of living is as high, if not 
higher, in proportion. 
And yet the 
farmers are complaining, and justly 
too, that they do not receive enough 
for their products to pay the actual 
cost of raising and placing them upon 
the market. 
The manufacturers are 
claiming that the high cost of labor 
makes it impossible for them to oper­ 
ate their establishments 
at a profit. 
The railroads, in spite of the unpre­ 
cedented 
generosity 
bf 
the 
gov­ 
ernment, insist they can not continue 
unless they are able to reduce operat­ 
ing costs, and as labor is the greatest 
factor of those costs, their demand is 
that they be permitted to cut the wage 
scales. 
It's the endless circle again. 
What 
can be done? 
Will the republicans be 
able to solve, to the satisfaction of all 
these intricate domestic questions? Is 
it possible to do so? 
But, say some, 
these are not political questions, they 
are purely industrial 
and 
economic 
ones and must be worked out along 
those lines. 
That may be true, but 
they can not be kept out of politics. 
These very questions had very much 
to do with the election that placed the 
republican 
party 
where it is today. 
The men and women who were dis­ 
satisfied with conditions as they were, 
and still are, 
voicing 
that 
dissatis­ 
faction at the polls made possible the 
tremendous 
majorities 
received by 


republican 
candidates 
and 
placed 
that party 
where 
it 
now is. 
And 


these same men and women will de­ 
mand action, from the party it placed 
in power, whether action is feasible or 
not. And, if legislation can not change 
conditions, or if conditions are chang­ 
ed so as to affect favorably any one 
group, then all the others will rise in 
revolt against the party, whether it 
is justly blamable or not. 
Then there is the 
problem of un­ 
employment. 
It is bound to rise to 
vex the administration and the con­ 
gress. 
If, through the lack of jobs, 
wages go down and more men are put 
to work, those who had the jobs and 
are compelledkto work for less money 
than they did receive will place the 
blame on the 
administration 
while 
those who are put to work will never 
think of giving it credit for being giv­ 
en employment. 
This is human na­ 
ture, as has been proven in the past. 
Domestic problems though are not 
the only ones 
that 
must be solved, 
and which whatever the solutions, are 
bound to leave some groups dissatisfi­ 
ed and antagonistic. 
The question of 
the tariff is sure to cause trouble. This 
country has reached the stage where 
our prosperity rests upon our foreign 
trade. 
In other words if we can not 
find a market for our surplus pro­ 
duct, which is our real margin of 
profit, then the domestic market be­ 
comes over stocked and prices fall 
And this fall affects the entire indus­ 
trial and commercial system bringing 
what is generally termed hard times. 
And, it is an undisputed fact that if 
we place a tariff 
wall 
around the 
country it will mean that foreign na­ 
tions will not be able to sell their pro- 
\ 
ducts to us. 
And if they can not sell. 
to us they can not buy from us, be­ 
cause they must pay for what they 
buy with what they sell. Their money 
has no value in the world’s marts to­ 
day beyond acting as a measure of ex­ 
change. 
Formerly the money of all 
nations was redeemable in gold £nd at 
a fixecf value and could be exchanged 
for gold anywhere on the globe. 
The 
war suspended g^ld redemptions and 
now the currency of European coun­ 
tries merely stands for merchandise 
for which it can be exchanged. 
If 
then these countries by reason of a 
high tariff imposed on their products 
can not send those products to us in 
paymen for that which they buy from 
us there can be no trade. 
They can 
not buy and our surplus remains on 
our hands. 
It can easily be seen how 
this question is bound to cause trou­ 
ble for the administration no matter 
which end of the dilemma it decides to 
take. 
These are only a few of the many 
complex matters that must be handl­ 
ed by the president and congress and 
that are bound to create bitterness and 
and antagonism, regardless of what 
action is taken. A nation of over one 
hundred millions is hard to please in 
its entirety. 
There are too many in­ 
terests, too many 
groups, 
too many i 
different viewpoints 
in 
such a vast 
population for any government even 
to hope to satisfy all, or even a major­ 
ity of the people. 
That, however, is the task that con­ 
fronts the new government if it would 
continue its party in powrer. 
It is a 
titanic one and might well appall ev­ 
en 
the 
most 
self-confident. 
The 
country and the world will watch the 
trend -of events with an interest per­ 
haps never before equalled. 
The fu-* 
ture of our country and of civilization 
w ill depend greatly upon the outcome.

The “tame” buffalo of Yellowstone 
National Dark, are tame only in the 
canner of speaking.

University and to the State Teach­ 
ers Colleges. He said th at as a*boy 
he had attended school with ne­ 
groes and th at he did not feel the 
worse for it. 
He added, however,

schools for white children and negro 
children and thought it to be to the 
advantage of the negroes to have 
separate schools.

Thursday afternoon Is

Miss Marie Ames, legislative 
bv 
agent for nineteen state-wide or­ 
ganizations of women’s clubs, as 
a distinct victory. 
The, bill had a 
long and difficult journey through 
I he senate to engrossment. 
It was introduced January 28, 
after a number of delays, and then 
was allowed to slumber 
in 
the 
elections committee for nearly a 
month. 
Finally, after a confer­ 
ence between Governor Hyde and 
Senator Proctor, chairman of the 
elections committee, a committee 
substitute was drawn which prov­ 
ed satisfactory to the League of 
Women Voters which is represent­ 
ed by Miss Ames. 
Twenty-three amendments were 
made to the bill before it was en­ 
grossed. 
Most of these wore cor­ 
rections of technical errors. 
A 
few of them were not favored by 
the women but no strenuous ob­ 
jection was made to any. 
Miss 
Ames declares none of the amend­ 
ments adopted affect the ^fcctive- 
ness^of the bill. 
Chief feature of the committee 
substitute, as amended and 
en­ 
grossed, provide for equal repre­ 
sentation of men and women on 
all party committees, county as 
well as state; nomination of can­ 
didates for the supreme court and 
appellate court by delegate con­ 
ventions instead of under Tho old 
primary system and a provision 
, for tile investigation of fraud at 


primaries and for the opening of 
the ballot boxes. 
Miss Ames said the entire pro­ 
gram of legislation bein^ 
spon­ 
sored by the women of the state 
now is well on its way to final 
enactment. 
The joint and concur­ 
rent resolution making it possible 
for women to hold office an I serve 
as judges and as delegates to the 
constitutional convention has been 
passed in the senate and is ready 
for final passage in 
the 
house. 
The*senate resolution will be sub-; 
stituted for the copy and passage 
by the house will then send the 
measure to the governor. 
The governor has said he would 
call a special election next Aug- j 
list 2 at which time this am ende 
ment to the state constitution can 
be submitted to the voters of he j 
state. 


T h e ‘minimum wage bill, which 
has been declared to be unconsti­ 
tutional, was killed in tho senate 
judiciary committee.
